This newspaper 
never has been neutral. When 
the war broke out, we accepted 
Mr. de Valera’s policy as the 
policy of the nation which we 
have the honour to serve. We 
acquiesced in it, although we 
were convinced that it was 
wrong. Our first duty was, as it 


there is no doubt at all that the 
majority of the inhabitants of the 
Twenty-Six Counties gave its full 
and unquestioning support to 
neutrality. For that reason, we 
decided to make the best of a 
bad job. Besides, we had no 
choice in the mattef Mr. de 
Valera’s censorship was as effi- 
cient as it was determined to 
stifle any whisper of criticism 
against the Government.

Following 
Nietzsche's idea of “ das heilige 
Nein-sagen,” he contrived to 
convince the people of this 
country that Irish neutrality had a 
high spiritual basis, whereas, of 
course, when great moral issues 


of “no,” however holy it may 
be, cannot be otherwise than a 
policy of national emasculation. 
Moral issues of the highest kind 
were involved in the war? which 
has just come to an end. No man 
with a conscience could be really 
neutral; and we are convinced 
that no citizen of this country, 
not even Mr. de Valera, ever was 
neutral in the normal sense of

In 
Rotterdam, the weekly death-rate 
is more than ‘four times its 
normal level; between five and six 
thousand people require special 
feeding by injection, and 20 per 
cent, of the citizens have scabies. 
In The Hague there are 10,000 
who need special feeding. Diph- 


theria, dysentery and infantile|;,, 


paralysis have tak¢éh a heavy toll, 
and the infantile mortality rate 
is shockingly high. The Director 
of the Wilhelmina Hospital in 
Amsterdam told a Sunday Times 
reporter that the physical signs 
of this suffering would be 
apparent in the people of Holland 
for a generation. In attempting 
to cope with the work of relief, 
the Allied administration has a 
few advantages. The first and 
most important is the courage 
and the incomparable discipline 
of the Dutch people. Others are 
the facts that most of the prin- 
cipal cities are comparatively— 
some almost completely—un- 
scathed by bombardment; that 
the port of Rotterdam can be 
used, at least by“ medium-sized 
ships, and that public utility 
installations are not seriously 
damaged. A million tons of 
coal wait in the Ruhr to be 
transported by canal, and on 
its arrival electric and other 
services may begin to function. 


Some cities already have received lin 


a ration of food, dropped from 
the air by Allied bombers. Yet 
the main problem remains—not 
merely the problem of feeding 
the people to-morrow or next 
week, but the problem of 
reorganising the production of 
food by the country itself. Large 
areas of Dutch soil are now 
beneath the waters that flooded 
in through bombed dykes; the 
land itself is. gone, and its 
reclamation will be a long and 
laborious task. Apart from that, 
Holland will need seed, imple- 
ments and men—men strong 
enough to work. Only work can 
avail now that the destruction is 
over.
